The disappearance of $135,000 from the 
assets of the City Lighting Co., organ- 
ized in 1899 to handle. the city lighting 
contract, was the subject of inquiry 
Tuesday shortly after the Public Serv- 
ice Commission began a public investi- 
gation of the rates of the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power, Co. C. J. Marr, 
an expert accountant connected with 
Price Waterhouse & Co., which firm in- 
vestigated the books of the Union Elec- 
tric, said he was unable to determine 
where the money went. 

The City Light Co. was organized by 
persons who owned the Sechner Elec- 
tric Co. Both: corporations were sub- 
sequently acquired by the Imperial 
Electric Light and Power Co., which 
was bought by the Union Electric when 
it was organizing a monopoly.

Files Brief in Supreme Court 
Protesting Against Suit 
to Dissolve It. | 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The “Stan- 
dard Oil’ today filed in the Supreme 
Court of the United States its brief in 
opposition to the attempt of the Gov- 
ernment to dissolve it as violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law. This comes as 
a prelude to the oral arguments of the 
case Monday by attorney for the de- 
fense anad-Government. The brief is the 
work of D. T. Watson, John M, Free- 
man and Ernest C. Irwin. The brief 
of the Government has not yet been 
filed. 

The keynote of the defense is the 80- 
called preservation of the “rights of in- 
dividual citizens of the United States.” 

The issue, according to this brief, is 
the charge made in the petition, denied

Attorneys for Union Electric took the 
position that the corporation 1s not con-| 
cerned about what was done with the 
money, as the incident happened long 
before Union Electric was organized. 

The gross earnings of ‘the Union Elec- 
tric and its subsidiary corporations for 
19 years, as shown py the testimony. of 
Marr before the Public Service Commis- 
sion, Tuesday, were $22,341,151.98, only 
about $1,000,000 less than the aggregate 
tangible assets of the company. 

The value of the company's tangible 
assets, as fixed by Marr, is $23,411,866.55. 
|. Marr was put on the witness stand by 
Union Electric to, defend its capitaliza- 
tion and the specified items of its as- 
sets. 

Attorney Priest told the commission 
that the company was entirely willing 
to submit itself for investigation and 
that the figures prepared by the expert 
accountants were obtained from indis- 
putable sources. 

Expert Accountant Marr said that he 
worked continuously ~en the books of 
Union Electric from May, 1909, to No- 
vember, and that his investigations cov- 
ered the period between Jan. 1, 1889, 
and Dec. 31, 1908. He said his figures 
show the cost ‘of everything. the com- 
pany now owns, real estate, machinery, 
buildings, cost of licenses, expense of 
organization, discounts and interest. 
“We excluded from the assets of the 
company $600,000 paid for the Missouri 
electric plant, $600,000 for the Edison 
patents, and $1,500,000 for the stock of 
the Municipal Electric. Co.,’’ said Marr. 
“The books of the Municipal Electric 
Co., which was absorbed by the Mis- 
sourl Edison Co., have been lost. We 
found in the minutes a record of the 
bonds of the Municipal Co., amounting 
to $1,500,000 and that was allowed, to- 
gether with a flmating indebtedness of 
$450,000."’

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 8.—Dr. 
Bennett Clark Hyde, charged with the 
murder, in the first degree, of Col. 


the killing of ‘Moss Hunton and §the 
poisoning of eight persons in the Swope 
home, was ,released on $100,000 bond by 
Judge Ralph 8S. Latshaw in the Crim- 
inal. Court at 11:25 o’clock this morning. 
“Fine,”’ said Dr. Hyde. “I have time 
to get home to luncheon with Mrs. 
Hyde. She’s been alone’ since yesterday 
afternoon, and I know she is lone- 
some.”” 

With that he shook hands with his 
attorneys and those about him, picked 
up his suit case containing the apparel 
he used in jail last night and started 
for the automobile that was to convey 
him to his home. 

Dr. Hyde’s $100,000 bond is divided as 
follows:

murder case, $50,000; in the Chrisman 
Swope first degree mufder case, $30,000: 
in the Moss Hunton manslaughter case, 
$4000; in the eight poison cases, $2000 each, 
totaling $16,.v0.

“Big Cinch’’ Too Sensational From Cover to Cover, 
Bostwick Declares— Author Angry (of Course) 
Because Readers Now Will Buy It. 





Leo A. Landau has reached the ‘sum- 
mit of literary, fame. His red-bound 


and red-dictioned book, “The Big 
Cinch,’’ which: he praises as ‘‘a nude 
picture of St. Louis as she is,” has been 
excluded from the Public Library by 
order of Librarian A. E. Bostwick. 

The saying used to be, “O, that mine 
enemy would write a.book!”’ In these 
days of advertising, .it has been 
changed into: “Would that mine enemy 
would exclude my book. from the li- 
braries!’’ 

Of course, Mr. Landau is shocked and 
deeply. outraged. He says so himself. 
He does not wish to criticise Mr. Bost- 
wick, he says, but he, is compelled to 
declare that it is a shame. it is an in- 
dignity to the people of St. Louis, he 
says, who will now be compelled to pay 
hard cash to the author's publisher for 
the book instead of getting its “educa- [ 
tion in civic life’’ for nothing from the 
library shelves, Landau, In his indig- 
nation, even threatens to establish a 
free circulating library. of his own, to 
distribute his book. 

“T cannot endure for the people. to 
have to pay real money for my work,” 
he exclaims in a flush’ of philanthropy. 

Librarian Bostwick, after glancing 
through’ “The Big Cinch,” remarked 
coldly: “This book cannot be admitted 
to our shelves. It is too sensational.” 

Asked to distinguish any chapter 
which was definitely offensive, Bost- 
wick said: ‘I object to its genera) tone. 
It is sensational from cover to cover.’ 

“My book,” said Landau, “is a chron- 
icle of things as they are in St. Louis.

You will never 
destroy another home.”

Slept Well in Jail. 

“Never* felt better in my life and never 
slept more comfertable and soundly 
since the days of my childhood.’”’ | 

This was Dr. Hyde’s characteristic re- 
ply this morning to the queries of his 
friends, lawyers and others as to how 
he liked to spend a night in jail. The 
question was so often repeated during 
the early hours this morning that it be- 
came monotonous, but Dr. Hyde never 
los. patience. He smiled constantly and 
answered each inquirer as* though he 
were the very first to ask an original 
question. 


Briefly, this is a synopsis of Dr. 
Hyde’s experience as a prisoner: En- 
tered the hospital ward of the jail at 
2:05 p. m. yesterday; read two old maga- 
zines for three hours and smoked five. 
cigars; ate supper at 6:30 with John M. 
Cleary, one of his attorneys; Cleary 
brought the supper in two baskets and 
it was spread on a rough table in the 
hospital ward; Dr. Hyde and Cleary 
talked about the tase and discussed 
general topics for two hours, Cleary 
leaving about 9 o’clock: went to bed at 
9:15; fell asleep almost immediately and 
did not wake up during the night, ex- 
cept when the label On a new sheet 
on his cot scratched his face; arose at 
7:30 o'clock this morping, after being 
awakened by James Gilwe, Chief Dep- 
uty Marshal; ate breakfast at 8 o’clock, 
Avhich was prepared at the home of 
Judge W. T.:Jofinson, one of the Hyde 
attorneys, and brought to the jail, by 
Cleary; left the hospital ward at’ 9:69 
this morning, accompanied by Gilwe, 
and went to the Criminal Court room, 
where his request for bond was made.

Leaders of Philadelphia Fight 


Preparing to. T ake Their 
Cause to Polls. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 8.—Prepara- 
tions were *made today, by the labor 
leaders who are managing the carmen’s 
strike and the general sympathetic 
strike in this city, to draw support not 
only from the State unions, but from 
trolley unions and labor orgenizations 
throughout the country to the trades 
union movement here. One of the most 
important of today developments will 
be the meeting of the State Federation 
of Labor at New Castle, where it is 
promised by E. E. Greenawalt, president 
of the State Federation, that @ plan 
will be offered not only te aid the trel- 
ley men now, but to carry the fight 
of trade unionism to the polls before 
th> next general election. 

Today, the third working day of the 
sympathetic strike, it was generally be- 
lieved that the Post-Dispatech’s first es- 
timate of 60,000 workers out on strike, 
with accessions yesterday and today 
amounting to several thousand more, 
was aearly correct, despite Director 
GJay’s estimate after a police canvas 
that only 19,007 were on strike. 


Littie Disturbance in City. 

What the union leaders have done s0 
far is\ about what they expected to jo 
to draw out on strike the majority of 
organised labor, which was never so 
strong here as it was in other cities 
and to rely upon the general movement 
to put unorganized labor on strike and 
then to organize ‘it. ‘ 

The labor leaders said this morning 
that employers in this city did not seem 
to realize the fact, that such national 
organizations as the Civic Federation, 
the American Federation of Labor, the 
State Federation, carmen’s unions in 
other cities and all the forces of trades 
unionism in America, or Canada, wers 
focusing their attention on the presen: 
struggle here and would send money 
and organizers to support the strikers. 
Federal troops will not be sent to this 
city from Fort Dupont unless condl- 
tions hére become acute and Federal 
buildings are threatened. 

Merchants Urge Arbitration. 

All Philadelphia hopes that the city- 
wide movement begun yesterday by the 
United Business Men's Association to 
bring to a quick end the great labor 
conflict that has kept the “Cityw of 
Brotherly Love’ in a turmoil for more 
than two weeks, will meet with more 
success than the effort made last week 
by the same body of men. 

This organization asked the Philadel- 
phia Rapid Transit Co. and Mayor Rey- 
burn to arbitrate the differences exist- 
ing between the company and the mien, 
but got no satisfaction. Now this as- 
sociation, which includes practically ev- 
ery business man of any standing- in 
Philadelphia, will enlarge its movement 
by taking in other organizations that 
stand for the progress of Philadetphia 
and will make a united attack on the 
warring element.

To strike “while the fron ig hot,” the 
Manufacturers’ Railway (Busch Line) 
will begin within sixty days the or- 
ganizing of a belt switching line 60 
miles long from Alton to a point oppo- 
site Arsenal Island, and the construc- 
tion of a Western railway entrance into 


extending, under a franchise, from 
Broadway and Osage street to the south- 
western city limits. 

This announcement, with its double 
menace to the Terminal Association, 
both on the east and the west, was 
made Tyesday by President George F. 
Moore, head of the Busch line, following 
a meeting of the directors, at which an 
increase of capitalization from $250,000 
to - $5,000,000 was ordered, and an iggue 
of $5,000,000 in stock authorized. This 
will place $10,000,000 at the disposal of 
the company for thé establishment of 
independent terminal facilities. 

At the meeting Moore was re-elected 
president. August A. Busch remains 
chairman of ‘the board, and Adolphus 
Busch was renamed vice-president. 0. 
H. Raffeld was re-elected secretary and 
treasurer. George T. Meyer, William 
D. Orthwein and Edward A. Faust were 
retained as directors. 

River Ferry Pianned. 

The plans of Adolphus Busch, as an- 
nounced some months ago, consist, on 
the west, of organizing a trunk line to 
Little Rock, Arm, and @ consolidation 
of three railroad# in Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas and Texas into a big trunk line 
from: the Southwest. 7 

On thé east, thtee switching compa- 
nies are to be consolidated, bringing the 
line from Alton ta near O’Fallon.

St. Louis disapproves~-of the crusade 
against hatpins. which has become 
popular in Londorf, Paris, and today in 
Chicago. The Corporation Counsel of 
Chicago has been directed to prepare 


an ordinance restricting the length of 
hatpins to gne-half inch beyond the 
crown of the hat. 

Alderman Bauler, in the speech that 
won a favorable vote on his hatpin 
ordinance, said: 

“T? the women care to wear carrots 
and roosterd_ on their heads, that is a 
matter for their own concern, but when 
it comes to wearing swords they must 
be stopped.” (Vociferous cheers from 
the men in the lobby and loud hisses 
from the women.) ‘“‘Hidden in a mass 
of plumage,’”’ went on the undaunted 
Bauler, ‘“‘#& comes’ strictly. under the 
designation of concealed weapons. If 
I incur the enmity of every woman in 
Chicago, I intend to stand. or fall by 
this fight against the hatpin. The men 
of this city demand protection.”’ 

Leave ‘em Alone, Says Captain. 

In answer to_an argument of Bauler 
that Hatpins make it dangerous for men 
in street cars, Capt. ‘McCulloch of the 
United Railways said Tuesday: 

“Those Chicago solons are steering 
their ship of state not against hatpins, 
but against rocks. I've had a pretty 
long life and its been my éxperience 
that it’s the wise thing for-men to ab- 
stain from trying to regulate the con- 
duct of women. , 
“The women can wear spears in the 
street cars here i. they want to. Let 
‘em alone. Let them wear what they 
please and do what they please. [If 
you try to stop them you’re going to get 
yourself into trouble. If they want them 
short, let them wear them short. And 
if they want them long, let them wear 
them long. My experience has been 
that’s the only way to get along with 
them.”’ 

Advices from downtown jewelry and 
milinery stores are to the effect that 
hatpins this summer will all be 12 
inches long. La3zt summer they reached 
10 inches. 


Samel Defends Woman. 

In the increase in length William 
Samel, member of the House of Dele- 
gates, sees an advantage (for the 
wearers) instead of a cause for alarm. 

“Those Chicago legislators,” said Sam- 
el, “are going too far when they start 
out to shorten. women’s hat pins. A 
hat pin is the only weapon of defense 
that a woman carries and they might 
as well carry a good one as a poor one. 

“Why don’t they make persons quit 
carrying umbrellas? You get an um- 
brella shoved into your eye more often 
than you do a hatpin. Besides, a man 
in a street car has no business crowding 
& woman so much that he’s in danger of 


{having his eye picked out by a hatpin. 


The hatpins help women keep men at 
&@ respectful. distance and the Nine- 
teenth Ward vétes ‘Yes’ for the hat- 
pin whenever they call the roll.”’ 

The few kickers who have dared raise 
their voices against the long hatpin In 
St. Louis point out that it is always the 
men who are injured. The women are 
protected by their wide-brimmed hats.

The franchise of thé Laclede Gas Light 
Co., which City Counselor Walther says 


will expire in 1917, will be investigated 


by the St. Louls Board of Freeholders, 
which now Is writing a new city char- 
ter. The charter makers propose, also, 
to leave the door open so that St. Louis 
may o and operate all public utilities. 

Chal Lehmann of the Board of 
Freeholders says he has come to the 
conclusion that public utility corpora- 
tions are natural monopolies, and under 
strict’ regulation, should have exclusive 
rights.. His. idea is that the city. could 
own. and opérate ite electric and gas 
lighting plants with the same economy 
and s: ifaction to the public, as it 
operates the waterworks. 

The opinion of City Counselor Walther 
on the. Laclede franchise probably will 


is the only City Gounselor who has ever 
held that the company’s franchise is not 
perpetual. 

Leverett Bell, whé, as City Counselor, 
handled much Jitigation against the La- 
clede Gas Light Co.,' wrote an -opinion 
‘for the Hoise of Delegates Dec. 30, 
1880, in which he held that thé com- 
‘pany’s charter contihues forever. Isaac 
H. Lionberger, attorney for the La- 
clede, says the Supreme Court has also 
decided that the company’s rights are 
perpetual. 


Franchise Made 1. 

The franchise of the clede was 
granted .by the Missouri’ Legislature, 
March 2, 187. The original act fixed 
the duration of the franchise at 3 
years, with another provision that un- 
less the city avalied itself of an oppor- 
tunity to purchase the plant, the fran- 
chise should be extended for a period 
of 30 years. The city did not buy the 
plant, 

By an amendatory act, ~pproved 
March 26, 1968, the Legislature granted 
to the Laclede Gas Light. Co. the right 
to hold and enjoy its franchise privi- 
leges forever. | 

The original charter granted the La- 
clede thé sole and exclusive right to 
manufacture and distribute gas in St. 
Louls.. This provision was stricken out 
by @n amendatory act of the Legisla- 
ture,.approved March 3% 1857) but that 
act Was repealed by the act of March 
26, 1868, Subsequently .the company, in 
contracts, with the city, waived the ex- 
clusive feature of its franchise. 

The Supreme Court has decided that 
the Laciéde is exempt from payment of 
5 per cent of its gross receipts into the 
city treasury. Al) lighting corporations 
operating under a municipal franchise 
pay to the city 6 per cent of their gross 
If City Counselor Walther’s opinion 
prevails, the city will havé power, after 
te terms on which the La- 


also require the company to pay to 
the city a portion of its gross earnings.. 


Company Claims Exemption. 
The company, having a charter grant- 
ed by the Missouri Legislature, claims 
exermiption from ‘réguiation” y the Ptub- 
lic -‘Service Commission of Louis, It 
could be regulated. by a commission cre- 
ated by the Legislature, but not by the 
city. 
if its charte> has to be renewed in 
1917 it will thus be: brought under the 
supervision of the Municipal Public 
Service Commission, but if its charter 
is perpétual it will always be exempt 
from city regulation and. control, and 
may continue to charge whatever prices 
it ‘see fit for gas and eléctricity. 
If natural gas is distributed in St. 
Louls through Laclede mains, the cem-

Hyde Indictments Mention 
Employment of Cultures 
for First Time in History, 


POISONS LONG: USED 


Ancient Hstory Is Replete 
With Instances of Whole- 
sale Death by Arsenic. 


Investigation of the records of former 
poisoning cases fails to show that the 
charge of causing death by the introduc- 
tion into the human system of germ cul- 
tures has ever been made before. The 
charge against Dr/ B. C. Hyde at Kan- 
sas City, will-go on record as the first 
of its kind. 

In eight of the indictments against Dr. 
Hyde, he is charged with admihistering 
typhoid germs to members of the Swope 
household ‘in that city.. He also is 
accused of using strychnine a8 & means 
of causing the death of Col. Thomas 
H. Swepe and Chrisman Swope. 

Three Missouri physitians are accused 
of administering poison dn recent indict- 
ments charging murder. Dr. Loren E. 
Doxey, with his wife, Dora E. Doxey, 
are in jaii in St. Louis awaiting trial 
on acrount of the death of William 8B. 
Erder. Dr. James R. Hull, jointly in- 
dicted with .Mrs. Alma Yaughn for t 
murder by poison of John T. Vaughn, 
a well-known educator of the Normal 
School at. Kirksville, is at liberty under 
bond pending trial. 

Doctors Held as Accessories. 

In neither of these two cases is the 

doctor accused of havjng administered 
the poison himself. The wives of the 
dead men are accused of the specific act 
of administering .the--poison; and the 
doctors -will answer as accessories be- 
fore the fact to the crimes. — 
. At certain periods in ancient and mod- 
ern times, poisoning seems to have been 
epidemic. In most of these crime w4ves 
the object was the extermination of 
husbands by women. In many cases the 
motive was to procure the wealth of 
the victim. In others the desire to get 
rid of an uncongenial helpmate fur- 
nished the motive. 

Before chemical analysis was brought 
to its present high standard of accuracy 
the proof of poisoning was extremely 
In trigils of olden times, the 
circumstantial evidence, rather than 
positive information, played a large part 
in, poisoning prosecutions. Undoubtedly 
many innocent persons were convicted, 
and many guilty escaped through the 
meager knowledge of the proof that 
poison had entered the human system. 

First Use of_ Arsenic. 

Arsenic was used as a means of caus- 
ing death in thé Seventeenth Century by 
an Italian woman, Tojania. She and 
many others were convicted and put to 
death on charges of wholesale poison- 
ing after she had confessed that she 
had sold the deadly aqua tojana, a prep- 
aration of arsenic, to many women for 
many years. With this poison more 
than 600 murders were committed by 
women who desired to rid themselves 
of their husbands. 

Many years ago an epidemic of the 
same nature broke out in Rome, caus- 
ing the arrest and conviction of 170 
women on charges of forming a gigantic 
conspiracy to kill thefr husbandg. The 
testimony was furnished ehiefly by a 
slave, and resulted in the execution of 
those found guilty. 

The execution of an English surgeon, 
Dr. Palmer, in 1856, at Stafford, was 
witnessed by 50,000 persons from all 
parts of the Kingdom. His was a case 
of the administration of strychnine 
which caused the death of several per- 
sons to whom he owed money. His 
knowledge as a physician enabled him 
to successfully conceal the poisoning for 
many years. Among those poisoned 
Were his wife and brother. 

Another doctor was convicted of pois- 
oning a student for the purpose of caus- 
ing his wife to become the beneficiary 


yor a fortune which would be left to her 


at her brother’s death. by the usé of 
pills, which he claimed was a remedial 
agent, Dr. George Henry Lamson caused 
the death of his brother-in-law, Percy 
in 1883. Dr. Lamson was a 
direct descendant of. the American Gen. 
Schuyler. John was an invalid and a 


student. He died after a long illness } 


during which he was attended by Dr. 
Lamson. Dr. Lamson was convicted of 
using Saber and was executed at New- 
gate. 

In 1902 Jane Toppan, a nurse, earned 
the title of the modern ‘Lucretia Bor- 
gia’ by poisoning 31 patients or mem- 
bers of families of her patients. She 
confessed to administering morphia to 
that number of persons, and in some 
cases admitted she hurried her victims 
to a final fatality by a staggering dose 
of atropia. She killed without malice 
or conceivable motive. Her foster sis-< 
ter was one of her victims. 
in an insane asylum at Taunton, Mass., 
haunted to her death by terrfhie vis- 
ions of her many victims. 

Chioroform in Rice Case. 

Chioroform was the alleged means of 
causing the death of William Marsh 
Rice, an aged New York millionaire, for 
whose murder Albert T. Patrick is now 
serving a life sentence. He was at one 
time sentenced to die in the electric 
chair, but the sentence was commuted.

Dunning died recently in Philadel- 
phia. Mrs. Botkin was trie1 twice, 
receiving a life sentence each time.

Assistant Prosecutor James W. Mc-~- 
Carthy of New Jersey, who left here 
this morning after a final conference 
with the Attorney-General, in the pack- 
ing inquiry, announced he would at- 
tend the St. Louis hearing before Judge 
Dillon, special examiner, which will be 
held in the early part of April. McCar- 
thy is confident that the big packers 
will be convicted if they can be brought 
to trial on the indictments pending 
against them at Jersey City. He anticl- 
pates no difficulty in extraditing them 
on account of the gravity of the of- 
fense lodged against them ‘in the indict- 
ments. 

Formal notices of the indictments, he 
says, have been mailed to them and 
they have been asked to go to Jersey 
City and plead -to the indictments. None 
have responded. The next move Mc- 
Carthy says, will be to have Gov. Fort, 
of New Jersey, issue requisitions upon 
the governors of those states where 
the big packers live. He expects the 
packers to resist extradition, but does 
not believe any governor would turn 
down Fort’s requisition when meén are 
being extradited every day for trivial 
offenses.

The poor old Republic is trying hard to miti- 
gate public condemnation of its defense of the 
Terminal combine’s monopoly charges on St. 
Louis traffic by claiming to have said something 
worth while on the Terminal subject three months 
ago. It is the one good thing it pretends to have 
sald before the Post-Dispatch said it. 
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DEADLY FENDERS. 

The protest of the West End Business Men’s 
Association against the old and inefficiént fenders 
on the street cars is well taken. The 27 killings 
of the street cars during the past 14 months sup- 
ply sufficient ground for condemnation of the 
death traps now on the street cars. 

The fender law which was passed through the 
efforts of the Post-Dispatch has never been prop- 
erly enforced. The responsibility for the proper 
enforcement of the law has rested with the Board 
of Public Improvements. No style of fender could 
be used without the approval of that body. 

Nevertheless fenders of the poorest type have 
been used by the street car corporation. It has 
never been compelled to adopt the best form of 
fender. The fenders should be thoroughly over- 
hauled and all the unfit condemned. The street 
cars should be equipped with fenders designed 
to save, not to destroy life. 
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Thirty-six hours’ sleep may make the brain 
nimble, as that London scientist says, but that 
doesn’t explain the situation in Philadelphia. 
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TALKED TO DEATH. 

From Pennsylvania comes a story of a grave- 
stone bearing the inscription, “Talked to Death 
by Friends.” The grave is that of a woman... In 
explanation of the inscription, the husband said 
his wife had come to the neighborhood as a 
bride and the neighbors had concluded she knew 
nothing about nfarried life. They began at once 
to give her advice. Then they made a habit of 
it. They told her how to manage a husband, 
how to raise chickens, how to do up her hair 
and how to keep from getting fat. First they wor- 
ried her into a nervous collepse; then they sat 
around her bed and talked her to death. 

Note the significance of thestatement that she was 
talked to death “by friends.” It was not scandal, 
nor backbiting, nor malicious gossip that killed 
her. She died not from the tongues of liars nor 
of enemies. Slander, misrepresentation, envy and 
all uncharitableness. passed her by and harmed 
her not.’ It ras the friendly word, kindly meant, 
that did the deed. It came to lier day after day 
from neighbor after neighbor. On the street, in 
her home, at the picnic, at the church, in season 
and out of season, ceaselessly, pitilessly, insistent- 
ly, ever more it came and continued to conic. 
There was no end to it. Only there was an end 
to her. So she is dead in Pennsylvania. 

Surely there needs no sage to read to the world 
the moral of this story. It is indeed as plain 
as an epitaph on a gravestone. Tell your trou- 
bles to a policeman. Give advice to yourself. 
Talk not a friend to death. .

Under the system which has been “cinched” on St. 
Louis it has never been a question of whether it is 
not better for railroads to join in a reasonable way to 
use the same terminals. On the contrary, when 
Messrs. Gould and Taussig had the “sagacity’’ to be- 


gin fixing the toll system on the city, St. Louis’ sa-| 


gacity and Missouri commor sense had provided as a 
matter ef constitutional law that the opportunity to 
do that very thing should be always open. The only 
terminal question in the whole history “‘made in St. 


Louis” since 1889, fs that of how much of the expense] 


of railroad business outside its limits the city can be 
made to bear as it is forced to pay special terminal 
tariffs as local taxes. Since 1889, these special] tar- 
iffe have been levied on its business with the country 
at large as soon as the country's business approaches 
the ends of tracks inside the city. It is not to be de- 
nied as a matter of history that in this way St. Louis 
has helped to moye wusiness out of and into compet- 
ing cities. It has paid a local terminal tax, helping 
to move business to and from New York arid other 
seaboard cities, where also it is now said ‘that busi- 
ness cannot go on expanding without the railroads 
have more and better terminals inside the city limits 
for doing it. 

Dr. William Taussig wrote that in 1897, the St. Louis 
Terminal Co. operated 68 miles of track, with over 
3000 employes, with ‘‘all appliances and appurte- 
nances of the mest advanced and modern type.” 
Ten years later it had over 200 miles of track, over 
which it levied special rates. After all improvements 
made up to 1907 (and all charged against St.:Louls) 
the camera of 1907 showed small country stations, 
with less than a quarter of a mile of ,“‘terminals’’ in 
the shape of a switch, with nobody in sight except 
the station master on the platform and with ‘‘con- 
gested” freight piled high in the open air because ot 
‘lack of terminal facilities.’ Increasing the mileage 
inside the city limits of terminal centers had not pre- 
vented ‘‘congestion,’’ for which terminal tolls at the 
center were responsible. 

“Facilities” were not supposed to be lacking at the 
way station in the prairie, but fn St. Louis, with a 
special tax in the shape of terminal charges on the 
city’s business to be paid over the city mileage. The 
whole terminal system boasted as a model in 8t. 
Louis in 1897 had broken down completely in 1907. 
There is not a railroad expert in the country who 
can look another expert in the face now and claim 
that it is not likely to show the same results this 
year or next year. As a system of special charges 
levied on the terminal center, it is effpte. It is a 
failure. It is an absurdity. This is St. Louis history 
from 1889 to date. The railroad business of the United 
States cannot be done in 1910 or during the next 10 
years on the basis ‘of ‘“‘sagacity,”” which fixed terminal 
monopoly and local monopoly charges on St. Louls 
as a railroad center in 1889. They check St. Louis 
business first, but they hold up railroad business 
finally. If railroad business and other business is to 
have its natural increase, the terminal tax which 
stops it over city mileage must be abolished complete- 
ly. The only way to “solve the terminal problem”’ is 
to open up the terminal centers and keep them wide 
open for railroad business with no local tariff to stop 


it.

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JAKE SCHAEFER, 
NOTED. GUEIST, 
DIES IN DENVER 


“Wizard” Was Considered 
Greatest Billiardist the 
‘World Has Ever Seen.

DENVER, Colo., March 8. —‘Jake’”’ 
Schaefer, the noted biHiard player, died 
here this afternoon of tuberculosis. 

Schaefer was perhaps the greatest bil- 
lard player in the history of the “‘géntle- 
man’s game.’ ‘He repeatedly held the 
world’s championship at 18.1 and 18.2 
balk-line billiards. He was particularly 
noted for his gameness and nerve and 
it was a common saying that he was 
never defeated until his opponent had 
run out the last point of his string, 

Schaefer was born in Milwaukee in 
1855. Soon after this his family moved 
to Leavenworth, Kan,, where he learned 
his first billiards. His stepfather, named 
Berg, kept a billiard hall ahd it was 
there Schaefer learned the rudiments of 
the game. 

Schaefer left Chicago about two years 
ago for Denver. Shortly before he left 
he won the 18.1 championship frém Wi}. 
lie Hoppe. 

The great cue master first came into 
prominence in 1878, when he won 2 
tournament in St. Louis. Among the 
records held by Schaefer was a run of 
3000 at straight-rail billiards on a 446x9 
table, and a run of 566 at 14-inch balk- 
line, anchor in. 

His best average at 14-inch balk-line, 
anchor in, was 100. He is credited with | 
a run of 107 at. 18-inch balk-line (no 
shot in) at cushion carems, he had an 
average of 10.
